Rep. 1st and 2nd rows 11 times. 

Using No. 8 Needles, proceed as follows —

Rep. 1st and 2nd rows once. 

5th row — K.2, "Inc.", knit to last 2 sts., "Inc.", K.2. 
Inc. (as before) in every 6th row until there are 57 
[B 63] [C 65] [D 73] [E 75] [F 85] sts., A. B, C. D and 
E only — then in every 8th row until there are 75 [B 77] 
(C 79] [D 81] [E 83] sts. 

Continue until side edge measures 17 ins. (43 cm) (or 
length desired) from commencement, finishing with a 
purl row. 



NECKBAND— 

Using back-stitch, sew sleeves to front and back, 
noting that tops of sleeves form part of neckline. With 
right side facing, using set of No. 10 Needles and 
commencing at left back raglan seam, knit up 80 [B 82] 
[C 84] (D 86] [E 86] [F 90] sts. evenly across left sleeve 
and along left side of neck, knit st. from thread (centre 
St,), knit up 80 [B 82] (C 84] [D 86] [E 88] [F 90] sts. 
evenly along right side of neck and across right sleeve 
and 27 [B 27] [C 29] ID 29] IE 31] IF 31] sts. from 
back-stitch holder. (188 (B 192] IC 198] ID 202] 
IE 208] IF 212] sts.) 

1st round — * K.1, P.1, rep. from * to end. 

2nd round — Rib to within 2 sts. of centre st., y.bk., 
slip 1 knitways, K.1, p.as.o., K.1 (centre st), K.2 tog., 
rib to end. 

3rd round — Rib to within 2 sts. of centre st, 
P.2 tog.t.b,l„ K.1, P.2 tog., rib to end. 

Rep. 2nd and 3rd rounds 5 times. 

Work 1 round. 

15th round — Rib to within one st. of centre st.. inc. in 
each of next 2 sts., rib to end. 

Rep. 15th round 11 times. Cast off loosely In rib.

Some useful hints 

Yarn. 1. Never join in a new ball of yarn in the 
middle of the work, always at the end of a row. knot- 
ting it with a slip loop and darning the ends Into the 
seam when the work Is completed. If you have any 
long ends of yarn, break them off a few Inches from 
the garment and save them for sewing up. but never 
sew up with an end that is still attached to the work 
— the only exception to this rule Is that the end left 
after casting-on may be used to commence sewing up. 

2. Yarn must be spliced when working on 4 needles. 
To splice yarn, split the 2 ends and remove half the 
number of strands from each end for 2’/2 inches (6.5 
cm). Lay the yarns together, the 2 ends pointing In 
opposite directions and rub lightly between the hands 
until the strands are joined together. 

Do not K.l at each end of a purl row. or slip 1 at 
the beginning of a row, etc., unless this is stated in 
the instruction. 

Casting off must be elastic, especially at shoulders, 
cuffs and neckbands. If you cannot cast off loosely 
enough, use a size coarser needle. When casting off 
after working in rib or pattern, cast off in the same 
manner (i.e., rib to be cast off in rib. purl fabric to be 
cast off purlways, etc.). 

When knitting up stitches, especially for a "V neck, 
always insert the needle a full stitch In from the edge, 
and be careful rot to have a line running up one side 
below the knitting up. This line can be avoided by 
working ‘‘slip 1, K.l, p.s. 8 . 0 ." on the left side of the 
garment instead of ‘‘K.2 tog." in the neck decreasing.

3rd row — K.2, slip 1, K.1, p.s.s.o., knit to last 2 sts., 
slip 1, K.1, p.s.s.o. 

Rep, 2nd and 3rd rows 5 IB 5] IC 4] ID 4] IE 5] 
IF 5] times. 

Dec. (as before) at armhole edge in every alt. row 
8 IB 8] IC 10] [D 10] [E 10] IF 10] times, v/hilst at 
same time dec. at neck edge in every 4th row 3

Work 1 row. 

Next row— K.1, slip 1, K.1, p.s.s.o.

Variations in specified yarn quantities tor garments. 

Knitters occasionally comment that the quantity of yarn recommended for a garment varies from the 
amount they actually use. One major reason for this is that no two people knit or crochet in 
exactly the same way. 

When we specify a quantity of yarn tor a particular garment, we are stating a figure that is the end 
result of having each individual design made by as many as six different knitters. The average 
quantity determined by this check knitting is regarded as the most satisfactory figure for that particular 
garment, knitted at the correct fens/on* to the measurements specified and in the actual yarn 
recommended. Naturally, if you decide to change the body or sleeve length you must allow for an 
adjustment to the quantity of yarn. 

"Correct tension — see tension instructions illustrated in this book. 
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SOME IMPORTANT HINTS 
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IMPORTANT — DYE LOTS! 

Always buy enough of the same dye lot at the one time 

for a complete garment, as a variation between dye lots 
can occur. 

Retain ball bands until the garment is completely 
knitted, and, in the event of an enquiry concerning the 
purchase, submit all ball bands.

CORRECT TENSION! 

To knit garments you’ll be proud of, always make a 
Tension Test. Correct tension brings out a further bene- 
fit of Patons exclusive Patonising process. You'll find 
your knitteds have maximum resistance to pilling as 
well as shrinkage. So you’re sure of knitteds looking 
fresh and new through wash after wash. 

Tension Test: Before you start knitting take the yarn 
and needles specified in the Instructions, cast on 20 
stitches, work 20 rows in plain smooth fabric. Lightly 
press work. Check the tension by placing an inch tape 
across the stitches. Count the exact number of stitches 
to 2 ins. and compare with the tension given in the 
Instructions. If your tension is too loose, try a size finer 
needle. If it’s too tight, try a size larger needle. If more 
than one size of needle is recommended in the knitting 
instructions, and you have altered your needles to cor- 
rect the tension, corresponding alterations must be 
made to needles throughout the instructions.
